Local Men Share Memories, History 

Veterans Were On Duty At President Kennedy’s Funeral 51 Years Ago

Ralph Pierce and Jerome 
Burton sat at Longhunter’s 
Coffee and Tea Company in 
Greensburg Friday morning, 
huddled at a table and sharing 
stories like old friends. 
Despite being the same age, 
75, and living their entire lives 
just a short drive from one 
another—Pierce in Green 
County and Burton in Adair— 
the two men had never met. 

They do share a unique 
experience though, as both 
were participants in in a 
significant, historical moment 
51 years ago: John F. 
Kennedy’s funeral. 

Both men were serving in 
the Army when President 
Kennedy was assassinated in 
Dallas, and both were 
assigned detail near the burial

site on Nov. 25,1963. 

“We were probably 100 feet 
apart when we were there but 
never knew each other,” 
Burton says. “It’s kind of 
odd—I’ve never really talked 
about this.” 

Burton still remembers 
hearing the news that the 
president had been shot. 

“I was on the rock wall 
down at the Potomac River—it 
was cold, but I can’t remember 
why I was there,” Burton says. 
“I remember that it was a sad 
occasion, and I knew what was 
coming for me.” 

Funeral duties, burials at 
Arlington National Cemetery, 
and guarding the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier were regular

Monday night was a sad one for our country. A 
Ferguson, Mo. grand jury decided not to indict police 
officer Darren Wilson for shooting and killing 
unarmed 18-year-old Michael Brown in August, and 
following the announcement hundreds of criminals 
masquerading as protesters brought anarchy and 
destruction upon Ferguson, starting fires, looting 
businesses, and destroying any property that lay in 
their wake. 

Watching the events unfold on the news, in real 
time, was almost surreal. I spent the whole night trying 
to organize my thoughts on the issue, sorting through 
my emotions and prejudices, and trying to make sense 
of a story that has been as senseless as it has sad for 
months now. 

This ordeal highlights several tragedies. The first 
and most important is that a young man died. He 
apparently wasn’t an innocent man, it should be noted, 
but life is precious and it’s a shame that his was taken 
because of a couple stupid acts on his (and possibly 
the police officer’s) part. The second tragedy is the 
degradation of the U.S. Constitution, which allows for 
peaceful assembly and protest. And the protesters in 
Ferguson were peaceful. There were people with 
megaphones pleading for the rioting to stop, and 
lambasting the justice system for what they believed 
was an unjust acquittal. That’s fine, they have that 
right. Sadly though, the exercise of this constitutional 
right was overshadowed by hoodlums, folks that didn’t 
care about protesting but instead wanted to create a 
ruckus, break some windows, steal some liquor, and 
get on TV. I won’t call these people protesters, because 
they were really just a mob using the excuse of protest. 
The third tragedy, which I’ll delve into a little more 
deeply, concerns the media—which I am marginally a 
part of, at least on the local fringes. 

The media was for the most part complicit in this 
sideshow. Following the acquittal, supposedly 
legitimate news outlets wasted little time analyzing the 
decision, interviewing people involved in the judicial 
process, or discussing this country’s very real racial 
rift, which we like to pretend doesn’t exist anymore 
but are reminded of every time a white police officer 
shoots an unarmed black boy. 

Instead, we were treated to a violent carnival. 
Objectively, broken windows have nothing to do with 
Darren Wilson, Michael Brown, the justice system, 
police brutality, or racism, yet I saw more broken 
windows on the news than any discussion of the real 
issues at hand. 

I don’t blame the media for covering the riots, that’s 
its job. I do blame some media outlets for instigating 
some of it though. They were stationed in Ferguson all 
day Monday, reporting about the expected riots that an 
acquittal would cause, long before the acquittal was 
announced. It shouldn’t be surprising then, that 
following the acquittal, the mob acted just as they 
were expected to. Just watching on TV, I got the 
feeling that CNN and FoxNews were glad the riots 
occurred, not because they are bloodthirsty or evil, but 
because it’s flashy. It drawsin viewers, and it’s easier 
to report, “I just saw a man with a bat smash a 
window,” than, “Let’s review the testimony that led to 
the acquittal,” or, “What does this say about our 
nation’s race relations?” 

It was garbage. It was news, sure, but the biggest 
news of the night should have been the acquittal, not 
the protests, and definitely not the angry mob of 
criminals that weakened and drew attention away from 
the real, peaceful protests. 

I really don’t like talking about race in these 
columns. I can only speak for myself, but my views 
are inevitably lumped in with those of others that I 
may or may not agree with. This Wilson-Brown- 
Ferguson issue can’t be discussed without mentioning 
it though, so I will say this: Simply by scanning by 
social media timelines, it’s clear that there is still a 
racial divide in this country. It’s disturbing to see the 
tone that some people take when they talk about this 
issue. It’s way too complex to simplify as a black/ 
white thing, but it would be naive to ignore the race 
issue entirely. I hope, as the protests die down, that 
real discussion for progress takes its place, and I hope 
the news outlets keep the cameras rolling when this 
happens.

Some Early Butler 
Family Genealogy 

Captain William Butler was bom about 1735 in Virginia, 
married and was father of several children. He was one of the 
celebrated Long Hunters who came into what is now Adair County 
as early as 1769, and made camp on Skin House Branch. He later 
returned to Virginia, gathered his family, and returned to Kentucky 
to settle. Capt. Butler built Butler’s Station in Adair in 1789. 
According to best documentary evidence, his children were: 

1) David , bom about 1774, married Rebecca Millican in Adair 
County, bond dated 3 November 1802. 

2) Elkanah “Cainer” bom about 1785-according to some 
sources, but a Sangamon County Illinois History states he was 
father of: A) William Butler , bom 15 December 1797 in Adair, died 
11 November 1876 in Sangamon County, who was a 15-year-old 
courier for Gov. Shelby in the War of 1812, later deputy clerk of 
Adair, then migrated to Sangamon County in 1828; was there clerk 
of Sangamon Circuit Court, from 1836 to 1841, appointed Illinois 
State Treasurer to fill a vacancy in 1859 and elected to the same 
office in 1860, for a term of two years, married Elizabeth Rickard, 
in Sangamon County in 1832, had three children...and further states 
that Elkanah, father of William, died in Sangamon, but no is date 
given. 

Elkanah “Cainer” married Elizabeth, and in November 1819 
they sold a tract of land on the waters of Russell Creek, part of a 
head-right claim patented in the name of John Butler, to Asa 
Hardin. B) Isaac Butler , son of Elkanah, resided in Adair in 
December 1819 when he purchased his father’s farm from an uncle, 
William Butler, who had purchased it previously. 

3) William Butler resided in Cumberland County in 1819, at that 
time he purchased 100 acres in Adair from his brother “Cainer” and 
sold it back to Elkanah’s son, Isaac, in December 1819. 

4) Isaac Butler- generally believed this is the same Isaac who 
married Nancy, resided in Tennessee in 1817, and who purchased a 
100 acre tract on Russell Creek, for one dollar, from John Butler, 
and sold it the same day to Elkanah Butler-likely the Isaac Butler 
listed in the 1795 Green County tax list. 5) Nathan . 

6) James Butler , “son of pioneer William,” and “quite an aged 
man,” died in June 1846 in Adair, leaving a will. He was referred to 
as “James Butler, Sen’r” in an 1841 Adair civil court case. James 
was at least twice mar, (first may have been to Mary Harbison in 
Lincoln County, 29 November 1785), second to Mary “Polly” 
Forbis [Forbus or Forbes], daughter of James Forbis and Phoebe 
Bryan-who was daughter of Joseph Bryan and Alice, and half- 
sister of Rebecca Bryan Boone, wife of Daniel-married 27 March 
1804 in Green County, surety was James Forbis. 

James’ known issue: A) Zidner Butler , bom about 1795 in Adair, 
married Martha Bell in Adair 30 January 1809, attest John Bell, a 
daughter of Lettice Thompson. Zidner and Martha had children 
including: i) Elizabeth B., bom about 1813 on East Fork, died in 
Adair 22 August 1854 with flux, unmarried; ii) Robert B., bom 
about 1820, married Ellen S. Morrison 31 December 1844, and had 
children: a) Joseph; b) James A.; c) Juliza A.; 

B) Jane Butler , daughter of James, bom about 1795, married 
William M. Estes, bom about 1786 Virginia, married in Adair, bond 
dated 24 November 1820, had children: i) Elizabeth Estes, bom 
about 1829; ii) George Estes, bom about 1833; iii) Susan Estes, 
bom about 1839. 

C) Mary Butler , married William Hamilton 15 February 1816 in 
Adair. 

D) Margaret Butler , married Benjamin Hamilton 3 September 
1817 in Adair. 

E) Druscilla or Priscilla Butler , married John Redman 9 January 
1824 in Adair. 

F) Joannah W. Butler , married Joseph B. Walkup 23 July 1827 in 
Adair. 

G) Susannah Butler , married John Estes. 

H) James A. Butler ; Jr., received land on South Fork of Little 
Barren River in 1843 by deed from his father, [He may have 
married Polly Jesse in Adair, bond dated 23 October 1834, attest 
William Jesse.].

responsibilities of Burton’s, 
but he knew that President 
Kennedy’s funeral and burial 
would be different. 

“We had all that fancy 
stuff, dress blues and chrome 
rifles,” Burton says. “And I 
couldn’t march worth a dime, 
an old Kentucky boy from 
Burton Ridge. We were all 
nervous, scared.” 

“He had a Cadillac job,” 
Pierce jokes, but adds that he 
was just as scared and unsure 
of the future as Burton. “I 
remember that we had a long 
day. We got there when it was 
dark and left when it was 
dark” 


Pierce remembers seeing 
world leaders and dignitaries 
paying their respects, and 
says that’s when he realized 
he was witnessing history. 

“I remember seeing 
President [Charles] de Gaulle 
of France,” Pierce says. 
“Everybody who was 
somebody in the world was 
there that day.” 

Time has a way of giving 
one perspective. No longer 
young men in their early 20s, 
Burton and Pierce have had 
several decades to reflect on 
their involvement in history. 
Over the years, the sadness 
and fear they originally felt 


about the day has given way 
to pride and acceptance, 
although both men 
acknowledge that the 
memories still stir up mixed 
emotions. 

“Now, it’s something to be 
proud of,” Burton says. “At 
the time it wasn’t. It was a 
job you had to do, and you’d 
cuss the Army while you did 
it.” 

For Pierce, he saw his 
feelings of Kennedy change 
even before the assassination. 

“When Kennedy went to 
[Austria] to talk to [Soviet 
Premier Nikita] Khrushchev 
[in 1961], they kind of got 


into it,” Pierce says. “He was 
the reason I went in [the 
Army]. I didn’t vote for him, 
but I probably would have if 
he’d lived to run again—he 
was a good president.” 

Pierce says that it was 
comforting to meet a fellow 
soldier that served on the 
historic day, and that despite 
having never met, he feels 
like he knows Burton because 
of the bond. 

“It makes you feel like the 
world’s not as big as you 
thought it was,” Pierce says. 
“I don’t know him, but I 
know where he’s coming 
from.” 


Neither of the men talks 
much about that cold 
November day, not because 
of shame or traumatic 
memories but simply because 
so few can relate to their 
experience. 

“Nobody else knows about 
it,” Pierce explains. “I have 
had some people ask about it, 
but it doesn’t register to 
them. They watched it on 
black and white TV—they 
weren’t there.” 

Burton says it’s hard to 
reconcile the pride he feels 
for his involvement with the 
sad nature of the occasion. 

“To me, it would sound 


like I’m bragging,” Burton 
says. “It’s nothing to be 
proud of a man getting 
killed.” 

After years of carrying 
these memories largely on 
their own, Friday’s meeting 
allowed the two men to 
finally share their 

recollections with a fellow 
soldier, someone who was 
there, someone who 

understands. 

“It’s just nice to meet 
someone else that was there,” 
Burton says. “It’s like talking 
to someone I met a long time 
ago, even though we just met 
today.”

Thanksgiving 
‘Proclamation, 1864 

“Thursday, the 24th inst., having been set apart by the 
Proclamation of the President of the United States to be observed as 
a day of National Thanksgiving and Prayer, it should be so 
observed by all the citizens of Kentucky, with that becoming 
reverence and thankfulness to Almighty God for His manifold 
mercies bestowed, even while scourging us with war. 

“We should praise and thank Him that we are yet preserved as a 
Nation, and that the hope of a preserved nationality, and a restored 
unity and peace to our distracted country, is still kept—as the Vestal 
flame—aglow in the hearts of the people. As a People and a Nation 
we have much—very much—for which to give Him thanks and 
praise, not only for blessings bestowed upon us, but for evils which 
He has withheld. 

“Let, therefore, all business pursuits be suspended on Thursday, 
the 24th, inst., and all the people, with devout hearts of thankfulness 
to ‘Him whose ways are not as man’s ways,’ assemble at their 
respective places of worship, and offer thanksgiving and praise to 
Him for the blessings He has bestowed and the evils He hath 
withheld; and pray that He will so order the issues of battle, and the 
councils of State, as to give to us a restoration of our national unity 
in the bonds of brotherly peace. 

“This Proclamation was issued by Thomas E. Bramlette, 
Governor of Kentucky, in the name of the Commonwealth, from the 
Executive Department, Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 16th, 1864. 

We were embroiled in a great war, the Civil War, at that time, still 
some months from the last shot. There was much to be thankful for 
then, as today. So much has to be repaired for life to continue for 
the nation, as today.

“That must be the 
instrument Chloe and I heard 
earlier,” I said when we got 
upstairs and saw something 
that looked a little like a fiddle.

“It means ‘sweet music,”’ Mr. B. said. “Music, especially 
mountain music, was a big part of the Appalachian Mountains. 
Every year we would go to “singing school” and learn how to 
read shape notes. Then we could sing four-part harmony.” 

“Please sing the song you sang earlier,” I begged, wanting to 
hear that song about the sour mountain. 

Chickens a-crowing on Sourwood Mountain, 

Hey, ho, diddle-um day. 

So many pretty girls I can’t count ’em, 

Hey, ho, diddle-um day. 

Mr. B. said that when folk songs or stories were passed down 
from generation to generation, people would change the words a 
little. I decided to change the song to Sourwoody Mountain. You 
should have seen Chloe and me dancing a jig, as Mr. B. called it, 
while he kept strumming. “Now let me see you pups clog.” 

“Clog? Is that like the moon walk or the electric slide?” I 
asked. 

“Not quite,” Mr. B. said, laughing. “Clogging is the official 
dance of the state of Kentucky. You use the heel or toe of your 
shoe to make a percussive sound on the floor to the downbeat of 
the music. Make sure you keep your knees loose. Can you guess 
where clogging originated?” 

“Apple-at-cha?: I asked, being careful to pronounce it 
correctly. 

“You got it!” 

“Do you know how to clog, Mr. B.?” Chloe asked. 

“I reckon so. Clogging is a folk dance. Like so many other 
things, clogging has been passed down through generations. My 
granny won second place in a national clogging competition 
back many a year ago. I never will forget when my Pa taught me 
to clog. Once I got older, I loved going to the lunchbox social 


and bidding on the prettiest girl’s basket. Then we would eat our 
lunch together, listen to music and clog.” 

I didn’t know why Mr. B. was wasting his time talking about 
girls when we could talk about clogging. Wanting to make the 
drumlike sounds on the floor while I clogged, I found my 
heaviest four shoes and put them on. Unfortunately, my heaviest 
shoes were my snow boots. Even with them on, I couldn’t seem 
to get the beat. 

“One of the keys to clogging, Woody, is to listen to the 
music,” Mr. B. explained. “Otherwise, you won’t hear the 
downbeat of the song, so use those ears of yours and listen 
carefully.” 

There was that listening word again. I did my best to listen. 
Mr. B. started singing another mountain song called Cripple 
Creek. Chloe seemed to pick up clogging easily. Maybe it was 
my shoes. They didn’t have the correct heel to make that drum 
sound. 

As they continued to sing and clog, I went downstairs to 
Mom’s closet. I searched but couldn’t find four shoes that were 
alike. I finally decided on four different high-heeled shoes, 
hoping the different heights of the heels would make the 
clogging sound stronger. 

Though it was difficult to walk back upstairs in four different 
high heels, it was worth it. I began kicking my heels to the beat 
of the music and stomping my feet so loud it sounded like 
airplanes flying over our house. The more I clogged, the more 
my family laughed, though I was unsure why. Before I knew it, 
I’d lost my footing and felt myself traveling through the air while 
I heard Mom say “Woooo-dddyyyyy ... .”

Over the course of the next two years, Sarah and her husband Bill 
weighed the idea of opening their own business against the rigors 
they knew would come from such a challenge.

Medal Of Honor Recipient Urges 
Lindsey Wilson College Students 
To Lead A “Life Of Significance” 

Lindsey Wilson College 
students received a lesson in 
leadership Wednesday when 
they heard from a Medal of 
Honor Recipient. 

Army veteran Gary 
Beikirch told a group of 
LWC students, Adair County 
High School students and 
area veterans about the 
lessons he learned since 
receiving the Medal of 
Honor in 1973 for bravery in 
a 1970 battle in the province 
of Kon Turn, which is in 
Vietnam”s Central 

Highlands region. 

Beikirch said that at its 
core, the Medal of Honor 
“symbolizes a way of life, a 
way of living, of honoring 
and valuing and believing in 
others before yourself.” 

“There is an honor that 
comes with this medal,” he 
said. “This medal is not about one person who does one thing on one day. This medal 
symbolizes countless men and women who have done countless acts of self-service — acts 
of dedication, acts of duty, acts of caring for someone else more than themselves.” 

Beikirch”s Medal of Honor was honored Wednesday with a sculpture by Medal of Honor 
Tributes, an Elizabethtown, Ky.-based organization run by Army veteran Richard Powers. 
The sculpture of Beikirch”s Medal of Honor will be displayed for the next year in the 
atrium of the LWC Roberta D. Cranmer Dining & Conference Center. 

Beikirch said he hopes the display will inspire students and others to examine their lives 
and encourage them to live a “life of significance.” 

“I hope that when you see the Medal of Honor tribute that it might cause you to challenge 
yourself and say, “Yeah, I think I can, too,”” he said. 

After Beikirch, who was a combat medic and a Green Beret, returned home to his native 
New York in 1971, he spent two years living in a cave in New Hampshire where he 
reflected on his experiences in the Vietnam War and contemplated life”s meaning. 

Beikirch said two quotes permeated much of his thinking while living in a cave in rural 
New Hampshire: “To really live, you must almost die. To those that fight for it, life has a 
meaning the protected don”t know.” 

Beikirch said his faith also deepened while living in a cave as he came to realize the 
larger significance of receiving the Medal of Honor. 

“One of the things I learned in that cave is that this medal is not about me, I don”t wear it 
for me. This medal is about my God, and I wear it for Him and about what He has done, not 
what I have done,” he said. “Without His grace, I woukhT’t have made it through those 
battles in Vietnam. Without his love and His forgiveness, I would have never survived the 
after-effects and the trauma of war. O So when I wear this medal, I wear it for Him and His 
honor.”

Beikirch said he tried to teach his students to examine their lives and he encouraged them 
to also live a life of significance.

Would you would 
like to learn how country ham is processed and process 
your own country ham? If the answer is YES to these 
questions, then the 4-H Country Ham project is for 
you. 


Benefits 

Youth develop valuable technical merit, communi¬ 
cations, research and organizational skills from the pres¬ 
entations. Persistence and responsibility are among the 
traits 4-H members develop during the nine months they 
cure hams at the processing plant. Youth also learn to 
appreciate the importance of value added to a raw com¬ 
modity. And, there’s a financial benefit. All participants 
also receive a State Fair premium.

Kobe Bryant is a hero. 

In his 19 seasons of NBA 
experience, Kobe has carved out a 
role as one of the most beloved— 
and most hated—players of this or 
any generation. As the greatest 
scorer in the history of one of the 
league’s greatest franchises, 

Bryant has earned five 
championships, 16 All-Star 
selections, 15 All-NBA honors, 12 
All-Defensive nods, two scoring 
titles, two NBA Finals MVP 
awards and one NBA MVP award. He has amassed more than 
32,000 career points and is currently leading the NBA in points per 
game at age 36. 

A hero is defined as someone who, in the face of adversity or 
danger, displays courage or self-sacrifice for the greater good. Now, 
there are real life heroes: soldiers, firefighters, police officers, 
volunteers, etc., and there are also sports heroes: players who rise to 
even the largest of occasions with play the mirrors the magnitude of 
the moment, and who carry their teams, or even entire cities, states 
or countries, to victory and greatness. 

Kobe Bryant is a real life hero to the sports world, and 
particularly the game of basketball. No, he isn’t fighting for our 
freedom or rushing into burning buildings to save any lives. Not 
that kind of hero. What Kobe Bryant is saving is the game of 
basketball and the enjoyment of basketball fans—he’s sprinting into 
the burning building of the past few decades of hoops and carrying 
us all out one turnaround fadeaway 22-footer at a time. 

You’re probably confused by now, but let me explain. At some 
point in the last 30 years or so, the world’s most beautiful game 
began to see a virus spread. This virus, which myself and others 
have taken to calling ‘Hero Ball,’ had existed in small variations 
prior to this time period. Pete Maravich,is probably the game’s most 
noteworthy early example, but the virus began to really take hold in 
the mid-1980s thanks to Michael Jordan, who we’ll call Specimen 
23. 

Specimen 23 proliferated the virus, in part due to immense talent, 
in part due to a sociopathic inability to accept losing or failure, and 
in part because of shoddy teammates and coaching early in his 
career. As the virus grew and spread, Specimen 23’s success and 
notoriety did as well. He became the most famous athlete in the 
world, the most marketable figure on the planet, and the most 
emulated basketball player of all time. 

And thus Hero Ball became an epidemic. Scientists describe 
Hero Ball as a highly-selfish, isolation-focused brand of basketball 
in which the individual playing it believes that team success is best 
achieved through a demonstration of his or her own individual 
greatness—that is, the team is most likely to win if you use your 
superior talent (whether actual or perceived) to lead them there. 

Symptoms of the virus include: excessive dribbling without the 
need to actually advance the ball or go anywhere, a refusal to either 
acknowledge or cooperate with the team strategy or play call, a pre¬ 
determined decision to shoot on a given possession or set of 
possessions, and an overwhelming tendency to seek out shot 
attempts with an often unnecessarily high degree of difficulty and 
low rate of conversion. 

Such a dreaded ailment would appear to be completely 
destructive to the hopes of winning a team sport, and reasonable

The Blue Raiders will more than 
likely be on the road next 
Saturday for the quarterfinal 
game. 

Faulkner’s season ends at 9-3.

Lindsey Wilson — who led the 
NAIA with 41 takeaways enter¬

Leonardo Ferri momentarily tied the shootout at 1-1 only to have 
Lindsey Wilson reclaim the lead on Adis Islamovic’s make. 

Hawes made back-to-back saves with his next two chances. He 
stopped Juan Santamaria’s shot diving to his left and Fernando 
Carcamo’s shot diving to his right to send the Blue Raiders into the 
next round.

minds maintained that it was, but Specimen 23’s ability superseded 
science, and he became the greatest clutch player, and arguably the 
greatest winner, in American sports. 

Over time, as the virus spread, mutations naturally occurred. 
There are larger and smaller variations, with wildly different 
infection rates. The small, seemingly unstoppable but ultimately 
harmless Allen Iverson strand left an undeniable mark on basketball 
history, while the Rashard Lewis strand saw a brief season of 
infection before being relegated to common cold status. 

There were near-identical imitations, designedto trick the mind 
and body into allowing the virus to run free, and those too saw 
wildly varying success rates. There was the Ricky Davis strand and 
the Larry Hughes strand, but also the Vince Carter and Tracy 
McGrady strands. But one imitation surpassed even the greatest of 
the others and extended itself into history as nearly matching 
Specimen 23 in terms of both strength and destruction: Kobe 
Bryant. 

For the past decade-and-a-half, Kobe Bryant carried the banner 
of Specimen 23. The scowl, the body language, the post-up 
fadeaway along the baseline—he was a frighteningly good 
reproduction. But in being so close to the original, the population 
was also further along in developing its immunity; the virus could 
run wild, but with less and less overall effect. 

As Bryant’s career progressed and the environment supporting 
the virus weakened, teams like the San Antonio Spurs, the Boston 
Celtics and the Miami Heat discovered what appeared to be a more 
efficient, and ultimately successful, way to win games: stockpile a 
collection of talent and/or pieces that precisely complimented one 
another, understand the changing dynamic of league rules on illegal 
defense, zones and hand-checking, and design an offense predicated 
on balance, ball movement, and statistically advantageous shot 
attempts. The virus was decimated. 

There are remnants—James Harden, Kyrie Irving and others can 
still find individual success across the league, but ultimate victory 
that was achieved by Specimen 23 and Kobe Bryant seems 
impossible in their current mutations. 

That is being proven this season. As Kobe leads the NBA in 
scoring at nearly 27 points per game, the 3-11 Lakers have become 
a national punchline, relevant only because of Kobe’s legacy and 
entertainment value as the Last Great Hero Bailer. The same style 
that served Kobe and the Lakers for so long has ultimately become 
their undoing. 

And so it is that Kobe Bryant’s final few seasons will save us all. 
In the same way that a flu shot prevents someone from becoming 
sick by triggering the body’s immune system response to a similar 
foreign invader, it’s appropriate that this potent strand of basketball 
destruction will be eradicated by the closest and most powerful 
imitation since the original Specimen 23. Kobe Bryant is saving us 
from Hero Ball, and he’s doing it by playing Hero Ball. By 
definition, that makes him a hero.
